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No OFFICER is so helpless and so hopeless and so useless as the one who is content to 
drag along, pursuing the even tenor of his way, never evincing any real active interest 
in his own profession. The officer whose only interest in his profession is to draw bis 
pay and keep out of trouble is not a military asset but a liability —Major General 
Davin C. SHANKS. 
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
